IT has been the cuftom of all my worthy bre- 
thren, who have honoured the craft with their 
books of confiitutions^ or pocket- companions 
for free-mafons, to give us a long and pleafing 
hiftory of mafonry from the creation, to the time 
of their writing and publishing fuch accounts, 
viz. from Adam to Noah, from Noah to Nimrod, 
from Nimrod to Solomon, from Solomon to Cyrus, 
from Cyrus to Seleucus Nicator, from Seleucus 
Nicator to Auguftus CaBfar,fromAugtiftus Caefar to 
the havock of the Goths, and £o on untij^the re-* 
vival of the Auguftan ftyle, &c. &c. &c. Wherein 
they give us an account of the drawing, fcheming, 
planning, defigning, erefl:ing, and building of 
temples, towers, cities caftles, palaces, theatres, 
pyramids, monuments, bridges, walls, pillars, 
courts, halls, fortifications, and labyrinths, with 
the famous light-houfe of Pharos and Coloflus at 
Rhodes, and many other wonderful works per- 
formed by the Architects, to the great fatis- 
fadtion of the readers and edification of frec^ 
roafons*,

termined to publi{h:a^iftory of mafonry, whereby 
I did exped to give the world an uncommon fatif- 
faftioni and, in order to enal^le myfelf to execute 
this greardefign, I purchafed all or moft of the 
hiftories, conftitutions, pocket-companions, and 
other pieces (on that fubjedl) now extant in the 
Engiifh tongue. 

i\/\y' next Itep was to furni(h myfelf ^yith a fuf- 
ficient quantity of pens, ink, and paper : this being 
done, I immediately fancied myfelfan Historian,. 
and intended to trace mafonry not only to Adam, 
in his fylvan lodge in Panadife^ but to give fome • 
account of the craft even before the Creation : And 
(as a Foundation) I placed the following works' 
round about me, to a« to be convenient .to have, 
recoiirfe to them as occafion fhnuld require, viz.- 
dodlor AiKlerfon and Mr. Sprattdircdly before me, 
dodorD'Affigny and Mr. ^Smitb on my right-hand, 
do<Sor Defagulieur dnd Mf ; Pt nnell on my left- 
hand, and Mr. SeotC and Mr. Lyon behind me ; a 
copy of ^that often oalkd/ the original conftitutions 
^faid to be in the pofieffion of Mr. John Clarke in 
Paris), and another copy of the fame magnitude 
bandtcl about in England, together with the pam- 
pWet printed atFrankfort iti Germany, I tied up in 
the pidic Advertifer of Friday, October 19, 1753, 
anAthifeW' (hem under the table *.

good of mankind, as well as for the honour of the 
ingenious" authors. 

I<:all them Ingenious, or rather Geni's, becaufe 
they pretend to have difcovered the great Arcanum 
which the world in general have agreed to be more 
difficult than to difcover the longitude at fea. 
How far they have fucceeded (in opening the eyes 
of the world) is no bufin^fs of mine, efpecially as 
the pamphlets and the authors of them are all 
dead, therefore I ftiaW remlrt only three things: 
^Tbe firtl is a *gr6fe falfhood 'inferted in the Three 
Difti»ft -Knocks; where the author fays, that he; was 
born in Pruflia, <hat he got^fome knowledge of 
mafonry by the 'help of a pamphlet iti Fiance, 
that he was in feveral lodges in England, and, for 
confirmation of the whole, he figns the initial letters 
of his name, ^c. whereas it is well known that 
efl^ery part of thefc afleitions are falle he being an 
Eaglifliman by birth, a bricklayer by trade, his 
name Daniel Tadpole, and niver was in France, 
iior (if you believe free-mafons) within the doors of 
a lodge in Great Britain. The fecond thing (which 
indeed is very remarkable} is the manner of 'his 
death, 'which happened upon Monday night the 
23d. of Auguft 1762. 

a 2 . Mr. 
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Mr. Tadpole having ill fucccfs in trade, made 
ftn elopment from bricklaying in order to pay his 
devotion to the Ladies at ParnafTus, as the famous 
Ben Johnfon had formerly done* Our modern 
artift was not fo fortunate as his great predeceflbr, 
for meeting with a common flrumpet whom he 
toolc for one MifsTerpfichore, he begat a bantling 
which he foon after prefented (in a comic drefs) to 
his friends, but the poor little creature was fo weak 
in its parts, and had fo little fpirits, that a principal 
adtor (called punch) in a puppet (how drove it out 
of the kindom without the honour of ever coming 
to the field of batde, I mean the ftage. Loaded with 
difappointments Mr. Tadpole thought himfelf me- 
lanchoUy enough to write a tragedy, but, alafs, 
he mifcarried in this attempt alfo, and laid the fault 
on one Madam Melpomene, who refufed to give 
him any afliflance. One day while he was bemoan* 
ing his misfortunes, a conftant companbn of his> 
a Jew jiamed Balthazar Amraphel, paid him a 
vifit, to whom he related his ill fucccfs. Veil, veil, 
Mailar Tadpole (fays Amraphel) {heer up your 
haawrth, you (hall do very veil bom by ; ay, you 
fhall yraite fo veil afs any body, af you'll take my* 
advize 5 vraite fum tin vhat your falfs nor non 
body alfe underftand, vraite about ffec-mafontry, I 
yill tell you forn Ebru vords for put in it dat 
vill make your countrymans flare. Dat ifs de 
vay moy boy dat aur peoples humbug your peoples. 
In (hort Mr. Tadpole took the lucky hint and 
by the help of Balthazar Amraphel wrote that 
pamphlet caird the Three Diflindl Knocks, and

fold It to Mr. Sergeant, bookfeller, near Tcmpje- 
Bar in London. 

The diminutive fum which Mr. Tadpole re- 
ceived for the pamphlet, was not fufficient to , 
maintain an author a week, therefore he took par- • 
ticular care to Wrong the Jew of his part ; fiich 
behaviour exafperated Amraphel fo much that he 
difcovered the whole affair to me and a few more^ 
which otherwife muft have remained a fecret to 
this day. The Jew (who was a very cunning fel- 
low) after his paffion was fomething abated, began 
to confider how to be revenged on his companion, 
therefore, the better to accomplifli his defign, he 
thought it moft advifable to hide his refentment, 
and pretend to be in perfedt friendfhip with him. 

Mr. Tadpole, who never fufpefted any treachery, 
put more confidence in the Jew than he had hi- 
therto done. The confequence of this renewal of 
friendfhip was, that Mr. Tadpole^ by a proper in- 
ftrument in writing, gave up all his efFeds into the 
hands of the Jew, with a defign to defraud his 
creditors by a ftatute of bankruptcy, or by the be- 
nefit of the aft of infolvency, commonly known by 
the name of the White Wafhers A (ft. 

The Jew immediately took pofleffion, and difl 
pofed of every thing to the beft advantage. Some 
time afterwards Mr. Tadpole demanded a fum of 
his money from the Jew, who not only refufed 
him, but at the fame time threatened to have him 

hanged 
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hanged according to the kw5 of thejR calm. . The 
wretched Daniel Tadpole fell down upon his knees 
and cried O \ Amraphel, Atnraphel, what have 
1 done unto thee, that thou fmiteft me thus, when 
one fevere How of thine, is tenfold more violent 
than my three diftind knocks. The hard hearted 
|ew, rnftead of liftening with an ear of compaflion 
tothe 'lamentable importunities of the now diftref^ 
fed Daniel Tadpole, fent for officers to apprehend 
him, which Tadpole perceiving, he immediately 
made his efcape out of the houfe, and got into 
White-chapel fields on theeaft fide of London. It 
was then between 1 1 and 1 2 o'clock on Monday 
night the 2;jdday of Auguft J 762, when Mr. 
Tadpole, to arvoid being taken by his purfuers 
(as it is thought) hid himfelf in a fand or clay pit 
in the faid fields, where (^we fuppofe^ he flept un- 
til iuch time as a nightman (^vulgarly cail'd a Tom 
X — 4man) came from the city, , as is cuftomary, 
and turning the tail of his great cart over the pit 
where the ba^lefs delinquent lay, he irtftantly 
difcharged no lefs then four tons of human ordure 
down upoo him, which faK)tliered him to death. 

The rthird. remarkable thing is the untimely end 
of the learned gentleman that wrote the pamphlet 
intitled Boaz and Jackin, I forbear to mention his 
name becaufe his widow is ftow living, and has 
had affli6iLions and reflexions enough already. All 
that I fhajl fay is, that Jn a fit of Jealoufy he cut 
his throat on Thurfday the 8 th. day of September

Having tried my pen, and wrote a line not un- 
like the beginning of the. chapter in the Alcoran *» 
I began to flourifh away in a moft admirable man- 
ner, and in a few days wrote the firft volume of the 
hiftory of mafonry, wherein was a full account 
of the tranfadtions of the firft grand lodge, parti- 
cularly the* excluding of the unruly members, as 
related by Mr. Milton f. 

By this time I imagined myfelf fuperior to Jo- 
fephus, Stackhoufe, or any other hiftorian whom 
the reader (hall pleafe to think on. And as I in- 
tended to give the world a hiftory of mafonry for 
feveral years before the creation, I made no man- 
ner of doubt but my work (hould live (at leaft) 
two thoufand years after the general conflagration. 

Perhaps fome of my readers (I mean thofe that 
are beft acquainted with my capacity^ will fay, 
he has more vanity than wit ; and as to learning, 
it is as great a ftr anger to him, as free- mafonry is 
to women ; yet he has the folly to think himfelf

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an hlftorian, and expedts to become a great 
man, &c. . 

Whether fuch an opinion be true, or falfe, it 
matters nought to me ; for the world muft allow^ 
that (tho* no man has yet found out the perpetual 
motion^ all men ever had> has now, and ever will 
have, a perpetual notion : And furthermore, we 
read that the following perfons, fo much fam'd in 
hiftory, were not only poor men, but many of 
them of a very mean extradion. The wife 
philolbpher Socrates, was the fon of a poor ftone- 
carver ; the tragic poet Euripides, was the fon of 
poor parents j as was Demofthenes, the honour of 
Greek eloquence 5 Virgil, the famous Latin poet, 
was the fon of a poor Mantuan labouring potter 5 
Horace, the inc6mparable Lyric, was the fon of a 
trumpeter in the wars; Tarquinius Prifcus,kingof 
the Romans, was the fon of a merchants and 
Servius Tullius, another king of the Romans, was 
begotten on a woman-flave ; Septimius Severus, is 
faid to come of a very bafe degree; Agathocles, 
king of Sicilly, was a potter '5 fon ; iEHus Pertinax 
was a poor artificer, or, as fome fay, a fimple feller 
of wood \ the parents of Venadius Baflus, are faid 
to be very milerable poor people 4 and Arfaces, 
king of the Parthians, was of fo mean and obfcure 
parentage that no man's memory could make a 
report of his father or mother ; Ptolomy, king of 
Egypt, was the fon of a Tquire in Alexander's army; 
the Emperor Dioclefian, v^^as the fon of a fori- 
vener \ the emperor Probus, was for) of a gar* 

denerj 
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dener ; and the parents of Aurelius, werefoobicure 
that writers have not agreed who they were; Max* 
iminus was the ion of a fmith, or as fome fay a 
waggon-wright j Marcus Julius Licinius, was the 
fon of a her&nan ; Bonofus, was the fan of a poor 
Ifipcndary fchoolmafter ; Mauritus Juftinus, pre- 
deceflbr to Juftinian, and alfo Galerus, were both 
fhepherds ; pope John, the Twenty-fecond of that 
name> was the fon of a (hoe-maker ; pope Nichol- 
as the fifth, was the fon of a man that fold eggs ' 
and butter about the ftreets ; and pppe Sixtus the 
fourth, was a mariner's fon ]^ Lamufius, king of 
the Lombards, was the fon of a common drum- . 
pet, who (when he was an rnfant) threw him into 
a ditch, but was taken out by king Agelmond; 
Primiflaus, king of Bpheinia, was the fon of a 
country peafant; Tamerlane the great, was a 
herdfman ; Caius Marius, feven times qbnful of 
Rome, was born of poor parents in the village of 
Arpinum ; and Marcus Tullius Cicer6, conful of 
Rome and pro-conful in Afia, was from the poor 
Tuguriok of Arpinum, the meaneft parei)tage that 
could be ; Ventidius, field-mar(hal and conful of 
Rome, was the fon of 4 muleteer ; and Theophra- 
ftus was the fon of a botcher, L e. a mender of 
, garments, &c. " . 

I have heard of many others of later dale that 
have been preferred to places or offices of great 
truft, aivl dignified with titles of honour, with- 
out having the lead claim to courage, wit, learn- 
ing, or hbnefty > therefore if fuch occurrences be 
duly confidered, I humbly conceive it will not be 

b deemed 
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dcem'd as a capital ofTencc, that I tfiouici enter-, 
tain ray own perpetual notion, while I dp not 
endeavour to difinherit any man of his properties. 

,1 doubt I have tired j^e^ reader's patjence • and 
if ib, I hunibJy beg his jpardon for thi^ long digreC- 
fion. But to return,, whiff my mind was wholly ' 
taken up with' my fancied fupcriority* as an hif- 
tcxizrij &Ci I infcnfibiy fell into a flumber,^ when 
roe-thought fpur men entered, my roo'm;lhcir 
habits appeared to be of very ancient fifhion, and 
their language aUb I iniagiried; to bfe either He-: 
tjrevv, Arabic, or Chaldean, in which they addreft^ 
fed me, and I imin^ejiiateiy^anfwered theth after 
the pantominie Taihron : 'J^ir/omc foftiial^ceri- 
ipooics, I.dejjre^.to'khow theii: n^thes and from^ 
whence they C^nie ; to which cjnc df them ianfwdred^ 
me '(in EnglifhVwearc CQ^r. brothers^ and came 
trom the holy ,c^ty of Jerufalem,; piir names are 
Shallum, Ahiman* AkhuV aiid Talmoii. Hear,^ 
ing they were ibjqyrners j^bm jerufalim, I afkea 
them whether they could give iti^ account of 

Solomon's temple j' to which shaiiiim ♦ 

^the chiel^ of them) made anfwer ihd f^id, the 
wife King SOLOMON, GkAND.IV!ASTER of 
Ifrael, appointed us head porters at the Temple^ 
in the thirty^-feeond year or his age;, the .twelfth of 
his reign, and atjout the.year of the world 294.2 : 
and taerefore we can give a full and particular 
defcription of that wonderful fabrick, and like wife 
of the ingenious artifts who peirform'd it, I was

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glad to meet with fuch brethren, from whom I 
did expeft a great deal of knowledge ; which the 
many ages they had lived in muft have tauriit 
them, if their memories did not foil: upon mis 
confideration I told them, that 1 was writing a hit 
tory of maipnry, and be^d their aiiiftancc, &c. 

A hi (lory of mafonry ! (^fays Ahiman) from the 
day of the dedication of the holy Temple to this 
prefent time, I have not Icen a hiftonr of mafonry, 
though fomc have pretended (not only) to defcribc 
the length, breadth, height, weight, colour, {hape, 
form, and fubfliance of every thing within and 
about the temple 5 but alfo to tell the fpiritual* 
meaning of them, as if they kilfew die mind of 
• him who gave prders for that building, or feen it 
finiihed : but I can aifure you, that fuch furveyors 
have never feen the temple, nay never have been 
widiin a thoufand miles of Jerufalem : Indeed 
(continued he) there was one Flavins (I think he 
^ was a Soldier) t6ok a great deal of notice of the 
/ temple, and o^ier matters about it ; as did another 
man, cajled J6rry r !t*hete'Were two odiers whbfe 
names i have forgbt, but remember one of them 
was an excellent dreamer j j, and the other was very 
handy in colledting allmanner of good writings || 
after die captivity. * ' 

Thofe were the oiily men that have wrote moft 
and beft upon that fabje^, and yet all their works

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together would not be fufficient for a preface 

. to the hiftory of mafonry ; but for your furtfier in- 

. ftrudkion, you fhall hear an eminent brother who 

'can inform you in every particular that is neccffary 

tq your prefent undertaking. The words were 

fcarce ended, when there appeared a grave old 

gentleman, \yith a lonebeard; he was dreiTed in aa 

embroidered veft, ana wore a breaft plate of gold, 

fet with twelve precious Stones, which formed an 

oblong fijuare : I was informed that the nanie of 

the ftones were Sardine, Emerald, Ligure, Beryl, 

Topas, Saphire, Agate, Onyx, Carbuncle, Dia- 

myond, Amethyft, and Jafpcr : Upon thefe ftones 

• were eiigravjed the names of the twelve tribes viz. 

Reuben, Judah, Gad^ Zebulun, Simeon, Dan, 

. Aflier, Jofeph, Levi, Naphthali, Iflacher, and 

; BenjamJQ. 

Upon his entrance, the four fojoumeirs did him 

. th? homage ^\xc to a fuperior ; as to me, the luftrc 
of his breaft-plate .d^^z^ed my fight, in fuch a 

. manner that I could fcarce look at him. But 
Ahiman giving him to underftand that the people 
of this country were weak-fighted, he immediately 
covered his brc?ift-plate'; wnjch not onlv gave mc 
an opportunity brperceiving him more diftin<5t, but 
alfo of paying him my refpedts in the beft manner 

; I was. cap^le of j and making a very low bow, 
I prefentedhim with thefiVft volume* of the Jiif- 

- tory of malbriry, hoped he would do me the ho- 
nour of pcruling it, and beg*d his advice for my 
further pirocfeedings'iJitf^ki^d^y received it, and read 
it over, whjlft I impatiently waited to hear his opi- 
nion } 
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nion ; which at laft (to my mortification) amounted 
to no more than an old Hebrew proverb (which 
Ahiman tranflated thus ; Thou haft div'd deep 
into the water> and haft brought up a potiherd) : 
neverthelefs lie took me by the hand, and faid * ; 
my fbn, if thou wilt thou ihalt be taught, and if 
thoii wih apply thy mind thou (halt be witty ; if 
thou love to hear thou (halt receive fdodrine) ; 
and if thou delight in hearing thou (halt be wile : 
and although your hiftory of mafonry is not worth 
notice, yet you may write many other things of 
great fervice to the fraternity. 

Certain it is (continued he) that free-maibnry 
has been from the creation (though not under that 
name) ; diat it was a divine gift from God ; that 
Cain and the builders of his city were ftrangers to 
die fecret myftery of mafonry s that there were but 
four mafons in the world when the deluge hap- 
pened i that one of the four, even the fecond fon of 
Noah was not mafter of the art; that Nimrod, nor 
any of his bricklayers, knew any thing of the mat- 
ter; and that there were but very few maftersof the 
art (even) at Solomon's temple: whereby it plainly 
appears, that the whole myftery was communicated 
to very few at that time ; that at Solomon's temple 
(and not before) it received the name of free-ma- 
fonry, becaufe the mafons at Jerufalem «id Tyre 
were the greatcft cabalifts*(-thcn in the world; that 
the myftery has been, for the moft part, jpraftifed

could be wrote : to which I bcg'd to be informed^ 
whether fongs were to be introduced : hisanfwer 
was ♦ : if thou be mad? the niafter, lift not thyfelf 
up vbut be among than as one of the reft : (i^e 
diligent care for them, and fo ii| down. 

And when thou haft done all thy duty, fit 
down, that thou mayft be merry with them } and 
receive a crown for thy good behaviour. 

Speak thou that art the elder, for it becometh 
th« ; but with found Judgment : and hinder pot 
.mufic. -f And at all timqsjlct thy garments be 
white. 

While he was fpcaldng thefe laft words, I was 
awaked by a young puppy that (got into the Room 
while I ilept, and, feizing my papers, eat a great

iliaBng and tearing tfie laft fheef of what I had 
wrote. ' . 

I h^vie not words to cxprefs the forrow, grief,

Like one diftrafled (as m^ttuAf I was)'! ran 
to the owner of the dog, and demanded immediate 
fatisfadtion : he told me he would hang the cur j 
but at the fame time he imagined I ihouldbe 
under more obligation to him for ib doing, than he 
was to me for what had happened. 

In fhort, I looked upon^it as a bad omen ; and 
my late dream had made fo great aii impreffion 
on my mind, that fu^perftition got the better of me, 
and caufed nie to deviate from the general cuftom 
of my worthy predeceflbrs ; otherwife I would 
have publiftied a hiftory of mafonry : and as this 
is rather an accidental than a deiigned faulty I hope 
the reader will look over it with a favourable eye. 

In the following flieets I have inferted nothing 
but vvhat are undeniable truths, which will 
be found (if obfervcd) to be of great ufe to the fra- 
ternity, and likewife to numbers that are not of 
the fociety j to the latter, it will (hew them the 
folly of ridiculing a fociety founded upon religion, 
morality, brotherly love, and good fellowlhip: 
and to thofc of a more gentle and better poliflied 

nature. 
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nature, in giving them an opportunity of cxz-^. 
mining whether they are indued with the ne- 
cefTary qualifications to be made free-mafons. 

How far this may anfwcr the defign, 1 know . 
not 3 but I hope that my brethren and others 
will accept the will for the deed, and take this 
as the widow's mite was received, which will 
ampty reward my trouble.

GENTLEMEN, 

1 F the love of knowledge, intereft, company, 
-* or dear curiofity, fliould take poiTeilion of any 
corner of your heads or hearts, and work ydli up 
to a defire of becoming free-mafons j in fuch 
cafe, I beg leave to offer my fervice as your 
guide to the lodge door : diis propdfal, will not 
(I hope) be difagreeable to you, confidering that 
I am the iirft perfon that ever offered aiSftance 
in this manner. But, before we fet out, it is 
neccfTary that you carefully examine whether you 
are properly equipt for fuch an undertaking. 

To this end, be it known to you gentlemen, that 
in every warranted lodge they have the following 
order, viz. 

"Any perfon defirous of being made a free-mafbn 
in the lodge, fhall bepropofed by a member thereof, 
that is to fay, his name, age, defcription of his

the fame time depofite fuch a fum (of the candi- 
• date's money) as the majority fliall think fufficient 
(not lefs then one crown) to infure the lodge that 
the candidate will attend according to the propofal, 
And if the lodge approve his perfon, age, cha- 
rafter and circumftances, and therefore initiate 
hi^ into the myftry &c. he fhall pay whatfbevcr 

«nj;he brethren fliall think proper (not lefs dian 
o ipincas) and cloath the lodge •f if required. 
But tf the lodge think the candidate unworthy, 
and refufc to make him, his mpn^ fhall he faith- 
filHy ^ctnrncd to him 5 but, in cafe the lodge 
approve his perfon and. charadh^r &c. and he 
re^fe to be made^ then fball ht forfeit his money 
far the benefit of diflrcflSsd free maibns. And it is 
hereby ordeited and declared, that no pcffon is 
capable of becoming a member of the lodge, buf: 
fuch as are of mature age, upright in body and 
lifiobs, free itom bondage, has the iepfes of ^ 

man,

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man, and is endowed with an eftate, office, trade, 
occupation, or iome vifiblc way of acquiring an 
honeft and reputable livelihood, as becomes the 
members of this mofl ancient and honourable 
fraternityi * 

By this regulation you fee that the free mafbns 
will make^ ftridt (though private) enquiry" into 
your charader and ability : And therefore I 
advife you to be as circumfped: on your fide. Per- 
haps, you may think that it will be impoffible for 
you to diftinguiffi the good from bad, amongft 
^ people who make it their peculiar ftudy to keep 
all things fecret. Let not fuch a thought difcourage 
you, when I aflure you, that you have a faithful 
guide, who has made free mafonry (both antient 
and modern) his conftant ftudy for twenty years 
paft, and diinks it a duty incumbent on him, 
to give you thefe inftrudions. 

In the firft place, when you intend to be 
made a free mafon, go with your friend to the 
lodge, and defire him to fhew you the warrant

* To this I beg leave to add a word or two : The per- 
fons to whom I now fpcak, are the men of fopne educatioa 
and an honeft Chara<Sler, but in low circumft^nces ; I fay, 
let them fijcft confidqr their income and families, and kno\>r, 
that free mafonry requires ability, attendance, and a gopd 
appearance to maintain and fupport it's antient and honour-* 
ahJe grandeur. Be it alfo remembered^ that they have no 
title to the general charity, until' they prove, that they Kava 
been formerly in reputable, at leaft, in tolerable circum- 
ftances. 
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or difpenfation by which the lodge is held ; that ts 
to fay, an inftrument printed or written upon 
parchment and figned by fome noble grand 
mafter, his Deputy and grand wardens, and 
grand fecretary, and fealed with their grand lodge 
feal &c. conftituting and appointing particular 
perfons (therein named) as matter and wardens, 
with fulj power to congregate and hold a lodge 
at fuch a place, and therein make and admit 
free mafons, according to. the moft antient and 
honourable cuftom of the royal craft, in all ages 
and nations throughout the known world, with 
full power and authority to nominate, chufe and 
inftall their fucceffors &c. When they produce this 
authority or warrant, then call for the by-laws, 
and (having ferioufly perufcd them) confider 
whether your natural difpofition will incline you 
to be conformable to them. Next call for the 
roYi or lift of the members, where you may find 
the names of fome of your intimate and moft- 
efteemed friends, of perhaps the names of fuch 
(other of your acquaintance) as you would not 
chule to affociate with. If thefe refearches prove 
agreeable, then you may venture to lay down the 
depofite money, (as it is called) but if they do 
not produce the grand matter's authority by war- 
. rant or difpenfation, you are to look upon them 
jiot only as the magma of free mafons, but the 
very dregs of mankind, who (under the cloak of 
trotherly love) are ever upon the watch for an 
opportunity to pick your pockets, and make you 

con- 
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contraiptiUe Into the bargain. * Doubtkis joa 
will wonder how, or by what means, uicii 
abandoned wretches got admittance into a frater- 
nity which boaft of io much honour and virtue^ 
as to level Aemfelves with kings and princes, 
cfpecially, if they adhere ftricSly to the foregoing 
regulation. To this I anfwet, that fbme of the 
Landlords,'!' where the lodges are held, do often 
recommmend perfons to be made free mafons, 
and that the lucrative view takes place (too often) 
where impartiality, honefly and virtue ought to be 
the points of fight. That others have ftood the 
teft of the ftrideft fcrutiny, behaved well ibr many 
years, and afterwards fell into all manner of vices, 
* which fervcs to (b^w the inftability and weaknefc 
of mankind, and that all the dodrine and laws 
upon earth (without the grace of God) is not fuf* 
ficient to make men wife or deter them from evil. 
Neverthelefs (in the fyftem of free mafonry) there 
. are many ways to mend the manners, polifli the 
difpofition, corred: the Judgment, and refine the 
tafte of a (oul virtuoufly inclined. And as the

• For a confirmation ficrcof read the eighth Regulation, 
(page 58) where it is ordered,^ that no perlon fo made, nor 
any concerned in making him, ifhall be a grand officer, nor 
an officer of any particular lodge, nor fhali any fuch partake 
of the general charity, if they fhould come to want it. 

t I. do not charge landlords in general with fuch evil pro- 
ceedings, becaufe I know many of them that abhor finifler 
views, and would facrifice all pecuniary intereft, before they 
would -break through any of the facred rules or orders of the 
craft. 
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number of good and wife/ree-mafbns have always 
greatly excecdcSd that of the foolifh and wicked, 
it would be as abfurd to condemn the whole fo^ 
pirt, as it would be in the Jews to condemn Shem 
and Japbet for the curfe brought upon Ham -, or 
the Chriftians, to condemm the eleven apoftles, 
becaufc Judas turned traitor. But this is not 
altogether the bufinefs of a guide, therefore I beg . 
leave to reaffume my proper charadcr, and earn- 
eftly define you to {hun mafon clubs, that is to fay, 
lodges formed without authority, for you may reft 
fully aflurcd, that fuch clubs are generally com- 
pofed of excluded rhembers, or peffons clan- 
deftinely made by them , and consequently in- 
capable of giving proper inftrudlions to their pupils. 
Or admit them capable of giving proper inftruc- 
tions, even then 5 the new brethren will be led in 
the dark, becaufe it is the intereft of the reb::l 
party to conceal the eiTentials af the craft, which, 
if revealed, muft of courfe prove themfelves to be 
villains. Therefore, in order to avoid falling into 
fuch hands, I earneftly beg of ydu, to have no 
communication with any lodge or fet of men 
under the denomination of a free mafonsliodge, 
until they produce the grand maker's authority, 
finned and fealed as before mentioned. Bat 
having produced fuch authority, you may then 
enter in the name of God! where you will be ac-' 
quainted with myfteries, which are not permitted 
to be revealed by a guide, efpecially out of the 
lodge: And if after fuch enterance or admiflaon 
you find that I have mifled you, I- do hereby give 

•yott 
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you full liboly to expofe me as a blind guided, 
but if experience teapb you, that my inftrudlions 
(as well as my intentions) were juft» then I h<x)e 
you will do me the honour of calling me a faith* 
ful brother, And that the Gpd of all light an4 
truth (who is the giver of all good gifts and graces) 
may blefs, profper, and direct you, in aU your 
public and fx-ivate (lawful) undertakings, is the 
pearty prayer of.

GENTLEMEN and BRETHREN, 

CEVERAL eminent craftfmen refiding in 
*^ Scotland, Ireland, America and other parts 
both abroad and at home, have greatly im- 
portuned me^ to give tbem fome account of what 
is called modern mafonry in London. I cannot 
be difpleafed with fuch importunities, becauie ] 
had the like curiofity myfelf, about fixteen or 
fevcnteen years ago, when I was firft introduced 
into that focicty. However^ before I proceed any 
farther concerning the difference' between antient 
and modern, I think it my duty, to declare 
felemnly before God and man, that I have not 
die leaft antipathy againft the gentlemen members 
of the modern fociety ; but, on the contrary, love 
and refpcft them, becaufe I have found the 
generality of them to be hearty cocks and good 
fellows (as the bacchanalian phrafe is) and many 
of them I believe to be worthy of receiving every 
hlcfljng that good men can afk or heaven beftow. 
Ihope that this declaration will acquit me of any 
dcfign of giving offence, efpecially if the following 
queries and anfv/ers be rightly confidered.

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Anderfon fays) neglected the lodges. The 
Dodor's aflertion is certainly true, and | will 
efideavour to do juftice unto the memory of Sir 
Chriftopher, by relating the real caufe of fuch 
negledl. The famous Sir Chriftopher Wren, 
Knightj (Mailer of Arts formerly « Wadhani 
college, Profeflbr of aftronomy at Grefham and 
Oxford, Do£kor of the civil law, Prefident of d^c 
royal fociety, grand mafter of the moft andent 
and honourable fraternity of free and accepted 
maibns, architedt to the crown, who built moft 
of the churches in LfOndon, laid the firft (lone of 
the glorious cathedral of St. Paul, and lived to 
finiih it.) having ferved the crown upwards of 
fifty years, was (at the age of nuiety) di^laced 
from employment, in favour of Mr* William 
B-nf-n, who was made furveyor of the buildings 
&c. to his Majefty King George the firft. 
The firft Q)ecimen of Mr. B-nf-n*s ikill in archi- 
te&utt was a report made to the houfe of Lords, 
that their houfe and the painted chamber adjoining 
wpre in immediate danger of falling ; whereupon 
the Lords jfnet in a comniittee, to appoint fbme 
other place to fit in, while the houfe fhould be 
taken down. But it being propofed to caufe ibme 
other builders firft to infpeS: it, they found it in 
v^ry good condit^n. The Lorcb, upon diis, were 
going upon an addrds to the king, againft the 
modern archited^ for fuch a mifr^qn^fentation, but 
the Earl of Sunderland, Aen fecretary, gaire dxen) 
ap afiiirance diat his majefbr would remove hinru

Such ufage, added to Sir CbrUtooher's great age^ 
was more man enough to make nim decline all 
public aflemblies. And the mafter maibns then 
10 London were fo much difgufted at the treat* 
ment of didr old and excellent grand mailer, that 
they would not meet nor hold any communication 
under the fandtion of his fucceflbr Mr. B-nf-n, 
in fhort, the brethren were ftruck with a Lethargy 
which feenxed to threaten the London lodges with 
a^nal diiTolution. 

No,twith(landing this flate of inaAivity in Lon* 
don, the lodges in the country, particularly in 
Sicodand and at York, kept up their antient for- ' 
malities^ cuiloms and ufages, without alteration, 
adding or diniiniihing, to mis hour, from whence 
they may juftiy be called the moft antient &c. 

About the year 1717 fome joyous companions^ 
lyho had pafled the degree of a craft, (though very 
riifty) reu^lved to form a lodge £br themfelves, in 
order (by conveifation) to recoiledt what had been 
formerly di<fhited to them, or if that (hould be 
found impracticable, to fubftitute fbmething new, 
which might for the future pafs for mafonry 
amongft themfelves. At this meeting the queftion 
was afked, whether any perfon in the allembly 
knew the Matter's part, and being anfwered in 
ti^e negative, it was refolved, nem. con. tHat the 
deficiency fhould be made up with a new compo- 
fjtion, and what fragments of the old order found 
' " ^ amongfl 
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amongft them, /hould ^be . imtnediately reformed 
and made more- plj^felfe to the hunrfoarS of the ^ 
peopla. Hence ^t wsiS^oi-iAeVed,' that every* perlbn'' 
(during tbetioife of tiU initiation) ifhciuld Wear ' 
boots (par's; \ fv^drdahdlpedad .'^at every 
apprcntiiCe (going andcotblng frortt^wbrjd) fhould 
carrv -^w plarnb rule upoti his right fide/ contrary 
to lieantrefik.. That' every fellow Cfaft (hould 
Cdfrry the leveJ uf)dn his left fide, iand hot upon his 
right fidcy as the antients'did. And that every 
perfon, dignified with the title of a mdjler maforiy 
(hould wear a . fquare pendant to his right leg. 
It was alfo thought expedient to abolifh the old 
cuftom of ftudying Geotrtjetryin the lodge, aild ' 
fome of the young brethren iliade it appear, that 
a good knife and forJ(J in the hands of a deXterduS ^ 
brother (over proper materials) woiild' give greater.* 
fatisfaftion, and'add more to the rotundity of the ' 
lodge, than the beft fcale and compafs in Purope, 
and farthermore added, that a line, alquare, ^pa-^ 
rallelogram, a rhombus/ a rhomboides, a triangle,' 
a trSipezium,. a circle, a fernicircle, a' quadrant, 
a parabola, a cube, a parallelopipedon,:' a prifm, ' 
a pyramid, a cylinder, a cone^ a prifmoid, a cy- 
lindroid, a fphere, a fpheroid, a paraholicfe, fru- 
ftrums, fegments, polygons, ellipfis and irregular 
figures of all forts might be drawn and reprefented 
upon Bread, Beef, Mutton, Fowls, Pies &c. as 
demonftratively as upon flates or (heets of paper \ 
and that the ufe of the globes might be taught 
and explained as clearly and briefly upon two 
botdes, as upon Mr. Senex's globes of 28 inches 

. diameters 
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diameter^ aind we am noAd, that frDixi tins iin- 
provcmpnt iproceqdcd die laidable caftom of 

^ichzpgmg to a pubiic hqakh ate\;erytfaird fentence 
lihatt is ^ke in the lodge. Tkere was another 

'old x:uftom^that gave ucnbfage to the young ardu- 
tedts, i. e.cthe wearing: of aprons, which made 

-the gentbmeU look like. ib noany mechanidce, 
therdbre it was propofed, that no brother -(for the 
future) fhonld wpstr an apron. This propofal 
was/ cgeflaed by the oldaft members, who dc- 

^clared, that d!^ ^ron^ wcjre aU theiigns of ma-^ 
£>ni7 then Temainingamongft. them, ard for that 
reafonthey would keep and wear them. It 'was 
theh'propofcd, that fas? they were refolved to l 
wear aprons) they fliould be turned upfide down, 

;in order to /avoid appearing mechanical. This 
propofel took- place and anfwered the defign, for 
that,- which was fcH-mefly the lower part, was now 

' failened round the abdomen, and the bib and 
ftrings hung.dowriwardfi, dangling in fuch manner 
as .might convince the fpedlators, that there was 

, not a working maibn amongft them. 

Agreeable as this alteration might feem to the 
gentlemen, neverthelefs it was attended with an * 
ugly circumftancc : for, in taverfing the lodge, 
the bf :ithren were fubjedl to treiad upon the ftrings, 
which often caufedthem tcfall with great violence, 
fo that it was thought neceffary, to invent feveral » 
methods of walking, in order to avoid treading 
upon the' ftrings. In brief, every meeting pro- 
duced an addition or a palinody. Amongft other 

things 
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diings they feised on the ftone mafoiis Arms, * 
whtdidiatgood natured company has pemiitted 
them to wear to this day, for which reafon Several 
€£ the brethren have turned their aprons in the 
cid fafhion, and affisA to immitate the operadve 
mafbns. And it is pleafant enough^ to fee fixty 
<m: feventy able men about a little Lewis and cap- 
ilan. &c. eredted upon a mahogany platform 
(purchafed at an extravagant price) all employed 
in nuiing a little fquare piece of marble, w;luch 
the weakeft man in company could take between 
his finger and thumb and throw it over the houie. 

I have the greateft veneration for fuch imple- 
ments as are truly emblematical or ufeful in refin-^ 
ing our moral notions, and I am well convinced 
that the cuftom and ufe of them in lodges are both 
antient and inftrudtive, but at the fame time I 
abhor and deteft the unooniHtutional fopperies of 
cunning avaricious tradefmen, invented and intro- 
duced amongft the moderns with no other defign 
but to extract large furas of money, which ought 
' to be applied to more noble and charitable ules. 
There is now in my neighbourhood a large piece 
of iron fcrole work, ornamented with foliage &f. 
painted and gilt (the whole at an incredible ex- 
pence) and placed before the mafter*s chair, with 
a gigantic fword fixed therein, during the com- 
munication 

♦ The operative or ftone mafons are the 30th companv 
in London, they were incorporated by Charles the fecond^ 
and have a hall in Bafinghall ftreet, the number of their 
livery men about feventy, and the livery fine five pounds. 
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iiiunication of the members, a tjiing contrary to 
all the private and public rules of mafonry : all 
implements of War and bloodfhed being conikied 
to the lodge door, from the day that the flaming 
fword was placed in the Eaft of the garden of 
Eden, to the day that the iagacious aK)dern placed 
his grand fword of State in the midft of his lodge. 
Nor is it uncdnomon for a tyler to receive ten or 
twelve fhillingd for drawing two, fign pofts with 
chalk &c. and writing Jamaica rum upon one, and 
Barbadoes rum upon the other^ and all this (I 
luppofe) for no other ufe, th^n to diftinguifh 
where diefe licjuors are to be placed in the lodge. 

There are many other unconflitutional pro* 
ceedings, which (to avoid giving offence) I pafs 
over in filence. And hope, that I (hall live to 
fee a general conforniity and univerfal unity 
between the worthy mafbns of all denominations. 
This is the moftcarneft wifhes and ardent prayers

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N. B. Theficc mafons arms in^ the upper part 
of the frontis piece of this book, was found in the 
colleftion of the famous aod learned hebrewiH:, 
architcd: and brother, Rabi Jaeob Jehud^h L-eon. 
This gentleman^ at the rcqucft of the ftates of 
Holland, built a model of SolonKMi's temple. 
The' defign of thiis undertaking was to build a 
teniple in Holland, but upon furveying the model 
it was adjudged, that the upited provinces were 
not rich enough to pay for it; whereupon the 
States gencroufly beftowed the model upon the 
builder, notwithftanding they, had already paid 
him his demand, which was very great. This 
model was exhibited to public view (by authority) 
at Paris and Vienna, and afterwards in London, 
by a patent under the great feal of England,, and 
fighed Killigrew in the reign of King Charles the 
fecond. At the fame time, Jacob Jud^h Leon 
publifhed a defcription of the taberoacj? and the 
temple, and dedicated it to his Majcfty, and in 
the years 1759 and 1760 I had . the pleafure of 
perufing and examining both: thefc. curiofities. 
The arms are emblazoned thus, quarterly per 
fquares, counterthanged Vertv lii the firft quarter 
A^ure a lyon rampant Or, in the fecond quarter 
Or, an ox paflant feble; in the third quarter Or, 
a man with hands ere6t, proper robed, crimfon 
and ermin 4 ^ in the fourth quarter Azure, an eagle 
difplayed. Or. Creft, the holy ark of the cove- 
nant, proper, fupported by Cherubims- Motto, 
Kodes la Adpnai, i. c; Holinef^to the Lord.

The learned Spencer fays, the Cherubims had 
the face of a man, the "wings of an eagle, the back 
and nfiane of 4 lion, and the feet of a calf. De 
Legik* Hebr.

The prophet Ezekiel fays, they had four forxn$, 
a man, a lion, an ox, and an eagle. 

When the Ifraelites were in the wildemels, and 
encamped in four cohorts, the ftandard of the 
tribe of Judah carrieid a lion, the tribe of Ephraira 
an ox, the tribe of Ruben a man, and the tribe 
of Dan^an eagle; thofe four ftai?dards compofed 
a Cherubim s therefore God chofe to fit upon 
Cherubims bearing the forms of ,thofe animals, 
to fignify, that he was the leader and king of the 
cohorts of the Ifraelites. ^rad. of the Heb.

order) being granted, fuck an oration vras made 
by the woman fpeaker, with requeft that women 
flight have two hulbands rather diah men tw«> 
wivesi vAio could fcarcely content one, (ffc. Up* 
oil dae riddle's fohibon, the noble youth was high- 
ly cobnbended fw his fid^ty, and the ladies 
greatly confeunded, and departed very likely with 
bluftiing cheeks. * Nevetd^elefs, to avokl the like 
Iliconveniency for the future^ it Was determined 
that thence forward ^ th^^ fliould bring dieir fons 
no more into the fenate^ only young Papinu^ 
who was frcdy accepted, and bis fecrecy and dif- 
erect policy not only apf J a u do d , but himf^widi 
tkies of hcmour dignified and rewarded. 

Nox fiiould we forget the £sith&l Anuxarchus. 
(as related hy PKny^ in his feventh book and 
twenty-^tbdrd chapter), who was taken in order to 
fiDrceliis ieCretSs from him> bit bis tongue in the

in the tyrant's face.

fraineth his tongue is wife : And agaiq, he that 
keeps his tongue, keeps his foul. I could menti- 
on many other gircumftances of the excellency of 
fecrccy ; and I dare venture to fay that the greateft 
honour, juftice, truth, and fidelity^ has been al* 
ways found amohgit thofe who could keep theif 
own and others Secrets j and this is moft nobly fet 
, forth by Horace^ who fays : 

. The man refolv'd and fteady to his truft, 
loflexibk. to ill, and obftinately juft ; 
May the rude' rabble's infolence delpife. 
Their feiifelefs clamours and tumultuous cries j . 
The fyrant*s fiercenefs he beguiles. 
And the ftern brow and the harfti voice defies^

fecrets, from times immemorial i which the pow- 
tJr of gold, that often has betrayed kings and prin- 
ces, and fbmetimes overturned whole empires, nor 
the moft cruel punifhments could never extort the 
fecrct (even) from the weakeft member of the 
whole fraternity. 

Therefore I humbly prefume it will of 
confequcnce be granted, that the Welfare and 
good of mankind was the caufe or motive of fo 
grand an Inftitution as Frce-JVIafonry (tio art yet 
ever being fo cxtenfiyely ufeful) which not only 
tends to protedtits members^ from external injuries, 
but to pciifli the rufty difpofitions of iniquitous 
minds], and alfo t6 detain theo^ witiiin the plea- 
fant bounds of true religion, riiorality and virtue ; 
for fuch are the precepts of tins rc^ art, tfiat if 
thofe who * have the honour* of being niembers

(Ambitioft's nurs'ry, aad her lofty, feat) 
Arc deemed vain an4 ufelel> toy§/ 
Free-rMafoiis prize -mbre Iblid joys. 
But pfiethinks I hear Tome of my readers fay, 
ftirely if Ffee-Mafonry be fiich as it is here repreu 
fcntedj.the Brotherhood moft certainly arc Ac 
happieft men living ; and yet, on the contrary, 
*wc ofteu m?et Ibme very luiferable, others Very 
great knaves, and a number of ignorant, illiterate 
flupid fogls of the fociety s or at leaft would en- 
deavour to make the World believe £0. TThis 
has been duly confidered,. and anfwered, in the 
inftrufliofts, for fuch' as would become Free-. 
Mafons, In the ' mean time I am well af. 
fured, that none but ilrangers to the craft, and 
ungenerous enemies to good fociety, wiH doubt 
the veracity of what is here inferted concernmg 
Free-Ma(bnry. And for further fatisfadion to my 
female readers, and fuch of the male fex as have 
riot the honour of being.initiated into the myftery, 
I here beg leave to treat of the principles of the 
craft (fo far as comes under the limitation. of my 
pen) whiqh I hope will meet with a juft admi- 
ration, becaufe they are founded upon religion, 
morality, brotherly-love, ' and good fellowfhip. 

A MASON is obliged by his tenure to believe 1 
firmly in tlie true worfhip of die eternal God, as ( 

well ' 
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well as in airdiofe facred records whidi-the dig-- 
nitaries and fathers of the church have compiled 
and publiihed for the \xfe of aU good men : So 
. that no one who rightly underilahds tlie art, can 
pofiibly tread in the irreligious paths of the unhap- 
py libertinje, or bp induced to follow .^e j^frogant 
4^rofeflbrsx)f ratficifna or dmfni ; neither is-he toW 
ftained with the grofs errors of blind fupcrftition, 
but may have the liberty, of embracing,what faith 
"he ihall think projpef, provided at alltimes he pays 
a due reverence to his creator, : and by the world 
deals with honour and honefly, ever making that 
golden precept the (landard-njle of his adtions^ 
which engages. To dp unto all men as he would 
they fhould do unto him ; For the craft, inftead 
of enteringinto.idJe andunneceffary difputes con- 
cerning the diflferent opinions and perfoafions of 
men, admits into the fraternity all that are good 
and true >, whereby it hath brought .about the 
jneans of reconciliation, amongft perions, whot 
without that aflift^nce, would have reniained at 
perpetual variance. 

A MASON is a lover of quiet ; is always futgefl: 
to the civil powers, provided they do ifet infringe 
upon the limitted bounds of religion and reaibn : 
And it was never yet known, that a real craftfinan 
was concerned in any dark plot^ defigns or con- 
trivances againft the ftate, becaufe the welfare of 
Ihe nation is his paculiar care 5 fo that from th^ 

bigheft 
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Ug^cft to the low«ft 0ep ^f magiftracy due regard 
and deference is paid byl^. 

But as Maioory.hatfaat feveral times felt the 
injurious efFeds of w(tr^ bloodfhed, and devafta* 
tioD) it was a ftronger engagement totheCrafii^ 
men to ad agreeable to the i^ules of peace and loy- 
alty, the many proofs of^ which behaviour hath 
occaj&med the ancient kings and powers to jH-oted: 
and defend them«>. But if ^ brother (hould be ib 
far unhappy as to rebel agaiuft the ftate, he would 
meet with no countenance from his fellows ; nos 
would they keep, any private converfe with him, 
whereby th^ government might have caufe to be 
jealous, ' or take the leaft umbrage. 

A MA&OM) in regard tp. himielf, is carefully to 
avoid all manner of intemperance or exce^, which 
might obftrui^him in the performance of the ne« 
ceflSiy : deities of j his }ail4^.e profefjiop, or )ea4

A Mason* is to pay diie obedience 4» the au- 
thority of his mafter and prefiding Oncers, and to 
behave hlrafelf meekly amongfthis brethren^ hex- 
ther negleding his ufual occupation for the fake 
of company, in running frbrn ohe lodge lo another; 
hor quarrel with the ignorant multitude, for thcif 
ridiculous afpcrfions concernkig it : hixt at hi« Jei- 
fure hours ho is required to ftudy tficl arts and 
fciences with a diligent mind, that he may hot only 
perform his duty to his ^reat Creafior^but alio to 
kis neighbour and hiihi^if : For to wilk humbly in 
the fight of God, to do ju(lice, and love mercy, 
are the certain charafteriHicsof il real free iat)d 
accepted ahtieht mafon : Which qualifications I 
humbly lidpe they yfnll poilefs to the end of time j 
and I dait^ venture to 4y, Ihat every tfae -birolheif 
^ill join with me in, Jitfteti. 

1r«E b^ffiefits arifing from a Utrid: dbjforvance^ 
die |>i:inciples i)f the crafty are fo apparent ih^I 
muft believe every good Man would be fond -o 
frckts an^pradife the fame i becaufethoie^rincU 

pies 
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pies tend to pron»te the happinefs of life, as they 
are founded on the bafis of wifdom and virtue. 

In the firft place ; our privileges and inftruc- 
tionF,, when rightly madeufe of, are not only pro- 
dttdtiVe of Our welfare on this fide of the giave^ 
but even our eternal happinefs hereafter. 

. For the craft is founded on fo folid a bafis diar 
it will never admit blai^hemy, lewdnefs, fwearing^ 
cvil-plbttirigj or controverfy ; and tho' they are not 
all of die fame opinion in matters of faith, yet they 
are ever m one mind in matters of mafonry; that 
is, to labour juftly, not to eat any man's^ bread for 
nought, buft to the utlnoft of our capacity to lovtf 
ai»l ferve each other, a« brediren of the l^me houf- 
Tiold ought to do : Wifely judging, that it is as great 
ai4»abfiirdirsr iti one mam to quarrel with another be* 
caufe he will not' believe as he does> ^ it would be 
iti him to b6 angry becaufe he was not exadly of 
die "kimt fize and countenance, &c. 

Therefore to afford fuccour to the diftreffed,* 
to cKvide our bread With the indtiftrious poor, and 
tb ptitf l35e mi%uided traveller into his way, are 
quallficatioas inherent in the craft arid foitable to: 
its dignity, and fuch as the worthy members of 
t^at great body have at all times ilrove with inde- 
fetigablfe pains to acconiiplifh. 

• Th^se' and fucb Hte benefits, arifingfrom a- 
Afidiofefervancc of the principles of the craft (as 
numbers of brethren have lately experienced j if 

D duly 
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duly confidered, will be found not only to equal 
but to exceed any fociety in being. 

If foj the worthy members of this great and 
ufeful fociety, can never be too careful in the elec- 
tion of members ; I mean, a thorough knowledge 
of the charadter and circumftance of a candidate 
tfiat begs to be initiated into the myftery of frec- 
mafonry. 

Upon this depends the welfare or deftruQion 
of the craft ; for as regularity, virtue, and con- 
cord, are the only ornaments of human nature, 
(which is often too prone to afl: in different capaci- 
ties) fo that the happinefs of life depends, in a 
great meafure, on our own eledion and a prudent 
choice of thofe fteps. 

For human fociety cannot fubfift without con- 
cord, andtljie maintenance of mutual good offi- 
ces 5 for, like the working of an arch of flone, it 
would fall to the ground provided one piece did npt 
properly fupport another. 

In former tiniies every man (at his requeft) was 
not admittied into the craft, (tho' perhaps of a good 
and moral reputation) nor allowed to (hare the be- 
nefits of our antientand noble inilitution, unle&he 
was endued with fuch fkill in mafonry, as he might 
thereby be able to improve the art, either in plan^ 
or workmahfhip ; or had fuch an afHuence of for- 
tune as ihould enable him to employ, honour^ and 
proted the craftfmen.

1 would not be underftood, by this, to mean that 
no reputable tradefmcn (hould receive any of our 
benefits -, but, on the contrary, am of opifiion that 
they are valuable members of the commonwealth, 
and often have proved thenifelves real ornaments to 
lodges. 

Those whom I aim at, are the miferable 
wretches of low-life, (often introduced by excluded 
men ^J fome of whom can neither read nor write j 
and when [by the afliftance of mafonry] they arc 
admitted into the company of their betters, they 
too often aft beyond their capacities ; and under 
pretence of fearching for knowledge, they fall into 
fcenes of gluttony or drunkennefs, and thereby 
negledt their neceffary occupation and injure their 
poor families^ who imagine they have a juft caulc 
to pour out all their exclamations and inveftives 
D 2 againft 

* That is, men excluded from their lodges for mifdemea- 
nors, &c. who (finding themfelves deemed unworthy of fo no- 
ble a fociety ) ftill endeavour to make the reft of mankind be- 
lieve, that' they are good and true, and have full power and 
authority to admit, enter, and make free-mafons, when and 
wherefoever they pleafe, &c. Thefe traders, (though but few 
in number) affociate together, aiid for any mean confidera- 
tion admit any perfon to what little they know of the. craft. 
Little I fay, for I honcftly afTure my readers, that no man 
who rightly underftands the craft, can be fb blind as to tram- 
ple over its ancient landmarks ; therefore all viftuallcrs, &c, 
ought to be very cautious of entertaining fuch, from whom 
neither benefit nor credit can be expeaed,- J&» Nm Reg^ 
Jatwiy VIII« 
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againft die \vhole body of free-mafonry; without 
confidering or ktiowing that our conftitutions and 
principles are quite oppofite to fuch bafe pro- 
ceedings. ' , . 

The next thing to be confider^d is the choice 
of officers to rule and govern the lodge, according 
to the ancient and wholefottie laws of our conftitu- 
tion ; and this is a matter of great c>oncern, for the 
officers of a lodge are not only bound to advance 
and promote the welfare of their own particular 
lodge, but alfo whatfoever may tend to the good 
of the fraternity in general. 

Therefore no man ought to be nominated or 
put in fuch eledtion, but fuch as by bis J^ncwn fkill 
and merit, is deemed worthy of per&)rmance, viz. 
He mud: be well acquainted witli all the private 
and public rules and orders of the oaft ; he ought 
tobe ftridtly honeft, humane of nature, patient in 
injuries, modeft in converfation, grave in counfel 
and advice, and (above alj) conftant in amity and 
feithful in fecrecy ♦. 

Such capdidatjes well deferve to be cho&n the 
rulers and gov^nors of their reipedtive lodges, to 
whom dfic members arc to.be courteous and obe- 

dien^ 

* A man may f^flfefsi all thefe goo3 qual Jficatiojis, aand yet 
(if iniaw circumAances) beiincapableoffiJilifig his office witK 
credit, to the lodge or himfejf : ajud thjs. I recommend ^ a 
^tt^r wejl worth the coDfideration of alUbe coAiUtuems* 
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<3ient, and, by their w^eand ancient dictates, m^y 
learn to de^ife die over-covetous^ impatient, con» 
tendous prefamptious, arrogant, and conceited 
prattlers, the bane of human fociety. 
" Here I cannot forbear faying, that I have 
knovm men whofe intentions were very honeft, 
^md without any evil defign commit great errors, 
and £>metimes-been the deftradtioo of good lodges s 
and this occafioned by their brethren hurrying them 
indifcreetly into offices, wherein their flender know- 
ledge ef mafbnry rendered them incapable of exe- 
cuting the bufinefs committed to their charge, to 
the great detriment of the craft and their owa 
diAonour. 

Amoi^gst the qualides and principles of &e 
crait, I have given a hmt concerning the behaviour 
of a mafon in the lodge, to which I beg he may 
add the few following lines, viz. he is to pay due 
refpe£k, and be obedient (in all reafonable matters) 
to the mailer and prefiding officers : He muft not 
curfe, fwear, nor offer to lay wagers ; nor ufe any 
lewd or unbeconung language, in derogation of 
GOD'S Name, and corruption of good manners s 
nor behi^ve himfetf ludicroufly, nor jeftingly, while 
the. lodgp is engaged in what is ferious and foleron : 
Neither, is he to introduce, fupport, nor mention any 
difpute or controverfy about region, or politics; 
nor foflce:any brother to eatf, drink, or ftay, againfl? 
bis jndlination j bor do or fay any thing that may 

' be 
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be ofFenfivc, or hinder a free and innocent convef- 
iation ; lead he fhould break the good harmony, 
and defeat the laudable deiigns and purpofes, of the 
ancient and honourable fraternity. 

And I honeftly recommend free-mafonry, as the 
moft fovereign medicine to purge out the above, or 
fuch other vices ; and regular lodges, as the only 
feminaries where men (in the moft pleafant and 
cleareft manner) may hear, underftand, and learn 
their duty to God ; and alfo to their neighbours. 
And this without the multiplicity of fpiteful and 
malicious . words, long arguments, or fierce de- 
bates ; which have been made ufe of, among mif. 
taken mortals, upwards of a thoufand years paft : 
And inftead of uniting men in onefacred band (as 
the fervants of God, and brethren of the fame houf- 
hold) have divided them into as many different opi- 
nions, as there were (not only languages, but even) 
men at the confufion of Babel. 

As to the behaviour of the brethren when out of 
lodge, I hope the fhort fpace between each lodge- 
night will not admit of forgetfulnefs of the de- 
cency and good decorum obferved in the lodge, 
which may ferve them as an unerring ruleifor their 
behaviour and condudt in all other companies and 
places; and like the worfhipful difcreet matter of a 
lodge, rule, govern, and inftradl their families at 
home in the fear of God and love pf their neigh- 
bours^ 
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bours, while they themfelves imitate the membcr^s ' 
obedience, &c. in paying due refpedt to their fu- 
periors. 

These few hints may fervc to put die brethren 
in mind of the duty incumbent on them as firee- 
mafons j and likewife, how to behave themfelves 
in fuch a mann'er as may be acceptable to God, 
agreeable to the principles of the craft, and much 
to their own honour :. But for further fatisfaSion 
to my readers in general, I Ihall here infert the fe- 
veral old charges of free and accepted mafons.

Concerning G O D and R t l i g i o n. 

^.Jg^f MASON is Qbligcd by his tenure to 
1^ A ^1 ^^^^^^^ ^^ moral law as a true Noa- 
f^»w^§ CH IDA*; and if he rightly undcrftands 
^<^?s«<9>«^.'4i^§ the craft, Ke will never be a ftupid 
atheift nor an irrelij^Qu^ libertine, nor a<ft againft 
confcience. 

In antient times, the chriftian mafons were 
charged to comply with the chriftian ufages of each 
country where they travelled or worked ; being 
found in all nations, even of divers religions. 

They are generally charged to adhere to that 
religion in which all men agree ^leaving each bro- 

. ther 
♦ Sons of Noaby the firft name of Free-Mafons. 
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AerJto his own particular opinion; ) that is, to be 
good men and true, men of honour and honefty, 
by whatever names, religions, or jyfiiafions they 
may be diftinguifhed ; for they all agree in the 
thxet great articles ofNoaA, enough to preferve the 
cement of the lodge. 

Thus mafonry is the center of their union, and 
the happy means of conciliating perfons that other- 
wife muft have remained at a perpetual diftance. 

CHARGE 11. 

0/ tie CxviL MAGrsTRATF, fuprcme 
and fuboidinate. 



A MASON muft be a peaceable fobjcft, never 
•*^ to be concerned in plots againft the ftate, nor 
difrelpcAful to inferior magiftrates. Of old, kingp, 
princesy and ftates, encouraged the fraternity for 
their loyalty, whoever flourifhed moft in times of 
peace i but though a brother is not to be counte- 
nanced in his rebellion againft the ftate^ yet^ if 
(^OQvided of no other crime, his relation tp th<t 
lodge remains indefeafible.

C H A R G E III. 
Concerning a LODGE. 

A Lodge is a place where mafons meet to work 
^^ in ; hence the aflembly, or organized body 
of Free-Mafons, is called a lodge j juft as the 
Word church is expreflive both of the congrega- 
tion and the place ofworfhip. 

EvEKY brother fliould belong to fbme particu^ 
lar lodge, and cannot be abfent without incurring 
cenfure, if not neceflarily detained. 

The men made mafons muft be free-born {or 
no bondmen,) of mature age, and of good report j 
hail and found, not deformed or difmembered, at 
the time of their making \ but no woman, no 
Eunuch. s 

When men of quality, eminence, wealth, and 
learning, apply to be made, they are to be relpefl:-* 
fully accepted, after due examination 5 . for fuch 
often prove good lords (or founders) of work, and 
will not erriploy Cowans when true Mifons can 
be had \ theyalfo make the beft officeics of lodges, 
and the beft defigners, to the honour and ftrength 
of the lodge ; nay, from among them the frater- 
nity can have a noble Grand Masiter \ but 
|&d& l&:«fthrcng*r9 equally ^jedl to the charges 
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and regulations, except in what more immediately 
concerns operative mafcns. ^ 

CHARGE IV. 

0/ Masters, Wardens, Fellows, and 

Apprentices* 

A LL preferments among mafons, is grounded 
^^ upon real worth artd pcrfonal merit only, not 
upon feniority. No mafter fliould take an appren- 
tice that is not the fon of honeft parents, a perfedl 
youth without maim br defedt in his body, and 
capable of learning the myfteries of the art; that 
fo the lords (or founders) may be well ferved, and 
the craft not defpifed ; and that when of age and 
expert, he may become an entered apprentice, or 
a free-mafon of the loweft degree ; and upon his- 
improvements, a fellow-craft and a mafter-mafon/ 
capable to undertake the lord's work. 

The wardens arc chofen from among the matter 
mafons, and no brother can be a mafter of a lodge 
till he has aded as warden fomewhere, except in 
extraordinary cafes, or when a lodge is to be form- 
ed, and none fuch to be had, for then three maf- 
ter mafons, tho' never matters nor wardens of 
lodges before, may be conftitutcd matter and war- 
dens of that new lodge. 

E 2 But 
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But no number, without three mafter-mafons, 
[ can form a lodge ; and none can be the Grand 
,Mafter, or a Grand Warden, who has not a<3:ed 
as the mafter'of a particular lodge. 

C H A R G E V. 

Of the Management of the Craft in 
Working, 

LL mafons fliould work hard, and honeflly oil 
working days, that they may live reputably 
and appear in a decent and becoming manner on 
holidays ; and likewife the working hours appoint- 
ed by law, or confirmed by cuftom, ihall be ob- 

fervcd. 

• A mafter-mafon only muft be the furveyor or 
mafler of the work, who fliall undertake the lord*s 
work reafonaWy, fh.all truly difpend his goods as 
if they were his own, and fhall not give mofe wa- 
^gesthanjuft, to any fellow or apprentice- 

The wardens {hall be true both to mafter and 
fellows, taking care of all things both within and 
without the lodge, efpecially in the matter's ab^ 
fences an^ their brethren {hall obey them- 

The ma{ler and the mafons Ihall faithfully 
finiih the lord's work, whether task or journey ; 
nor {hall they take the work atta{k, which hath 
been accuftomed to journey. 

None 
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t^oNE &all (how cttvy at a brother's pro^rky 5 
nor fupfffant him, nor fill him out 6f his work, if 
capable to fiHi(|i it. /. 

All mafons fhtSl trieekly receive thdr wagcis 
Witlhout mur muring or mutiny, and not defert the 
inafter till the lord's work is finiflhed 5 Acy rnuft 
;avoid ill language, calling each oAer brother or 
fellaw with much oowtefy, boA witfiift and. wtii-^ 
out the lodge 5 they fhall inftrudt a younger bro-^ 
ther to become bright and expert, that the lord's 
materials may not be Spoiled. 

But free and accepted malbns fhall not allow 
Cowans to work widi them, nor Ihall they be em-*, 
ployed by Cowans without an urgent neccflity j 
and even in that cafe they muft not teach cowans^ 
but muft have a feperate communication 5 no la- 
bourer fhall be emj^yed in the proper work of 
Free-Mafons. 

C H A R G E VI; 

Concerning M A S O N' S Behaviour* 

I* Behaviour in the lod^e before clojing. 

XjT^U ™^^ ^ot hold private committees, or fo* 
* parate converfation, without leave frcxn the 
mafter ; vm talk of any thing impertinent, nor in- 
terrupt the mafter or warden, or any other brothcfi 

ipeaking 
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ipeaking to the chair i nor a£t ludicroufly while 
due lodge is engaged in what is feriousand iblemn; 
but you are to pay due reverence to the mafter, 
wardens, and fellows, and put them to worihip. 

Every brother found guilty of a fault, (hall 
(land to the award of the lodge, unlefs he appeals 
to the grand lodge, or unlefs a lord's work is re^ 
tarded j for then a particular reference may be 
made. 

No private piques, no quarrels about nations, 
families, religions, or politics, muft be brought 
within the doors of the lodge ; for as malbns, we 
are of theoldeft Catholic Religion, before hinted ; 
and of all nations upon the fquare, level, and 
plumb; and like our predebeflbrs in all ages, we 
are rcfolvedagainft political diiputes, as contrary 
tQ the peace and welfare of the lodge. ^ 

2. Behaviour after the lodge ischfedy and the 
brethren not gone. 

You may enjoy yourfelves with innocent mirth 
treating one another according to ability, but 
avoiding all excefs ; not forcing a brodier to eat 
or drink beyond his own inclinatibn (according to 
the old regulation of King Ahafuerus)^ nor hinder 
him from going home when he pleafes ; for tho' 
after lodge-hours you are like other men, yet the 
blame of your excefs may be thrown upon the fra- 
ternity, though unjuftly. 

3. Be^ 
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3. Behaviour at meeting witboutjirangers^ but 
not in a formed lodge. 

You are to falute one another as you have beett, 
or (hall be^ inftrudied ; freely communicating hints 
of Jsnowledge, but without difclofing fecrets, un« 
lefs to thofe that have given long proof of their ta* 
citurnity andhonour, and without derogating from 
the refpe4^ due to any brother, were he not a ma« 
fbn ; for though all brothers and fellows^ are upon 
the level, yet maibnry divefts no man of the ho- 
our that was due to him before he was made a 
mafbn,or that fhall become his due afterwards; nay 
it rather adds to his relpetSt, teaching us to give ho- 
nour to whom it is due, efpecially to a noble or 
eminent brother, whom we fliould diftinguifli 
from al} of his rank and ftation, and ferve him 
readily, according to our ability* 

4. BebofDtour in the prefence ojftrangers^ not 
Mafons. 

You muft be cautious in your words, carriage, 
and motions j fo tbac the moft penetrating ftran- 
ger may not be able to difcover what is not proper 
to be intimated : And the impertinent or enfha- 
ring qiieftions, or ignorant difcourfe of ftrangers, 
muft be prudently managed by free-mafons*

I Masons ought to be moral men, as above char- 
ged ;. confequently good husbands, good parents, 
good fons, and good neighbours 3 not ftaying too 
long from borne, atni avoiding all excefs ; yet wife 
men Coo, for certain reafons known to them. 

6. Bth^ioUr towards a foreign brother^ or 
granger. 

You are cauiloufly to examine him ^ as prudence 
{hall direO: you, .that you may not be impofed on 
by a pretender, whom you are to rejed with deri-^ 
fion, and beware of giving him any hints ^ but if 
you difcover him to be true and faithful, you are 
to refpeft him as a brother, and if in want you are 
to relieve him if you can, or clfe dired him how 
he may be relieved : You m'uft'employ him if you 
czx\^ or elfe recommend him to be employed 5 but 
you are not charged to do beyond your ability. 

7. Behaviour behind a brother' 9 hackl as well 
' as before bi^face. 

Free and accepted mafons have ever beeQ 
charged to avoid all manner of flandering and 
backbiting of true and faithful brethren, or talking 
difrefpedtfully of a brother's performance or pcr-

CHARGE VIL 

iConserning LA W - S U 'I T S: ' 

IF a brother do you injury^ ^PP^y ^^^ ^ yo^r own 
^ or his lodge, and if you are not fatisfied you 
may appeal to the Grand Lodge ; but you muft 
never take^a legal courfe^ till the caufe cannot bo 
othcrwife decided j for if the affair is only be- 
tween mafons, and about mafonry, law-fuits owght 
to be prevented by the good advlcd of prudent bre- 
tiircn, who are the beft referees of diiEFerenccs. 

But if that reference is either imprafticable or 
^nfuccefsful, and the affair muft ht brought into 
the courts of law or equity -, yet ftill you muft avoid 
^\ wratJi, raalifee> and rancour in carrying on the 
fkit ; ndt faying or doing any thing that maj^ hin- 
der the continuance or renewal of brotherly love 
atid friendship, which is the glory and cement of 
this ancient Fraternity ; that we m4y (hew to all 
the world the benign influence of mafonry, as all 
vife, true, and faithful brethren have done from 
the beginning of time, and will do till Architedhire 
ihall be dfflblved in the general conflagration.

Though the foregoing are called new regula- 
tions, yet they are of many years ftanding, and 
have been wrote at different times, by order of the 
whole community, as amendments or explanations 
of the old regulations ; for we are not to break in 
upon the ancient rules of the fraternity, as before 
mentioned in New Regulation XX VII. 

As my chief aim and defign in this underta- 
king is to acquaint my worthy brethren with the 
old and new regulations (and in^truth they are the 
mpft requifite fubjedl concerning free-mafonry 
that can be committed to Writing) I have added 
the following regulations of the committee for 
charity, as they have been approved of and pra^-
